However, as Russia draws a distinc- 
tion between the Bulgarian government 
and the Bulgarian people, no repressive 
measures will be adopted against Bul- 
garian subjects in Russia.

Madjarcow, Bulgarian minister to Rus- 
sia, will not be expelled. His passports 
will not be given to him and he will 
be permitted to remain undisturbed, al- 
though no official relations 
will

maintained with him as the representa- 
tive of King Ferdinand. 


The foreign office explains that the 
fact that Russia alone sent an ulti- 
matum to Bulgaria was due to volun- 
tary recognition on the part of her al- 
lies of this nation's predominance in the 
Balkans and of her moral claim upon 
the gratitude of the Balkans people. 


Russia felt compelled to make this 
move in view of the failure of all ef- 
forts to bring pressure through Ferdin- 
and.

King 
Ferdinand's 
policy is dangerous. 


GERMANS NOT IN CONTROL. 


Denial is Issued in GfiScial Statement 
From Bulgaria, 


Sofia, Oct. 2.—(Via London, Oct. 4. 
^Delayed 
in 
transmission.)—Formal 
denial that German officers have takeji 
control of the military affairs of Bul- 
garia and that Germany is supplying 
that country with funds are contained 
in an official statement issued by the 
Bulgarian news agcncy. 
The text of 
the statement follows: 


"In view of erroneous and frankly 
mendacious statements circulated in the 
foreign press regarding the situation in 
Bulgaria we are authorized to deny in 
the most formal matter all these rum- 
ors: First, concerning the arrival 
in 
Sofia of German officers who are al- 
leged to be taking a hand in the ad- 
ministration 
of the railroads or 
the 
command of the army; second, concern- 
ing alleged statements of Premier Rad- 
islovoflr that as long as the war lasts 
Bulgaria will receive 
regularly 
from 
Germany 50.000,000 francs ($10,000,- 
000) monthly; third, concerning num- 


erous arrests which are said to have 
been caused by internal disturbance. 


"As to the assertions of certain news- 
papers that the Radoslavoff cabinet will 
not be qualified to direct the destinies 
of Bulgaria because it will not have a 
majority wo must observe that in a 
parliamentary country which Bulgaria 
undoubtedly is, the government which is 
said not to have supported the premier 
with a sufiicient majority in the So- 
branje would not be able to remain in 
power. 
Since the cabinct of Mr. Rad- 
oslavoff took office over two years ago 
its position never has been shaken. Af- 
ter all there is nothing provicative in 
its policy for any one and it is aston 
ishiiig to see the remarks made in part 
of the foreign press against the atti- 
tude of the Bulgarian government." 


GREECE READY TO PLUNGE. 


French Troops at Saloniki Indicate Cer- 
tainty of Joining War. 


Athens, Greece, Sunday, Oct. 3.— (Via 
Paris, Oct. 4.)—All doubt as to the en- 
trance of Grcpce in the war on the side 
of the entente allies has now been dis- 
persed. 
The official organ of the gov- 
ernment says that the landing of French 
troops at Saloniki is for the purpose of 
assisting Greece. 


In regard to the landing of the French 
troops the government organ says that 
if for the present the government con- 
siders the assistance of the allies pre- 
mature, it is none the less to aid in 
support of Greece that allies are at 
Saloniki. France and England enter the 
Balkans as traditional friends of Greece 
and not otherwise. 


The Greek government has seized the 
IMacedonia railroads, of which two are 
Austrian and one French.

TO REGULATE JITNEYS. 


To regulate 
jitney bus traffic and 
minimize the risks that have enormous- 
ly increased by the great number of 
the uickel-fare automobiles that 
have 
come on the streets since the car strike 
began. Chief of Police Charles Lenz has 
issued the following order: 


"All parties running jitneys must ar- 
range to haul all passengers on the in- 
side of 
the machines. 
Under no cir- 
cumstances will passengers be permit- 
ted to stand on the running boards or 
Iiang on the sides of the car, as this 
practice is not only dangerous to the 
parties riding, but also - to the pedes- 
trians whom he may meet 
on 
some 
cross-walk. 


"Furthermore, I have instructed all 
officers, especially 
the 
motorcyclemen, 
to be on the lookout for speeders, es- 
pecially jitneys, 
and 
will 
say that 
should any of them be arrested on this 
or any other charge they will be prose- 
cuted to the full extent of the law and 
will not be permitted to run a jitney 
thereafter, as they will be considered 
unsafe to handle the traveling public. 


"CHARLES LENZ, 
"Chief of Police." 
No serious accidents liave so far en- 
sued from the crush of jitney traffic, 
but the chief believes the situation re- 
quires stringent regulation.

Boise, 
Idaho, 
Oct. 
4.—Dedication 
here October 4 of the Arrowrock dam to 
impound water for the Boise project in 
southwestern Idaho will christen what 
is conceded to be an engineering master- 
piece. 
It is the highest dam in the 
world. 
It is the only one of its kind 
constructed in the history of irrigation. 
The total cost .to build it is $5,000,000, 
approximately $2,500,000 under the esti- 
mates. 
Four years were occupied in 
erecting it and it stands completed a 
year in advance of the estimated time. 
Credit for this is given to the United 
States reclamation service, which con- 
trolled and supervised the work. 


The Boise project is composed of 244,- 
000 acres of land—an empire in itself. 
Water to irrigate it is taken from the 
Boise river. 
The normal flow obtainable 
was not sufficient, so the 
Arrowrock 


dam was conceived to conserve addi- 
tional water. 


Over 20,tX)0 men all told were em- 
ployed on the dam. 


The dam reaches a heiglit of 348.5 feet, 
tapering to a 16-foot crown. 


The concrete in the dam if loaded 
on a wagon train allowing 20 feet to 
each team and wagon, would reach from 
San Francisco to New York and double 
back to Cleveland. 


The reservoir formed behind it is 13 
miles long, the water in it reaching a 
maximum depth of 2li0 feet, enough to 
flood 
the city 
of 
Boston with eight 
feet of water. 
There is tributary to the 
reservoir 3,000,000,000 feet of timber. 
It 
will take 50 years to lift over the dam 
and drop through a cement chute to 
the river below. 
The value 
of 
this 
timber alone is $36,000,000.

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Railroads and Receiverships. 


Compilation of statistics just completed by the Railway Age 
Gazette shows that at the present time eighty-two railways in the 
United States, operating a total of 41,988 miles of line, are now un- 
der the direction of receiver^ appointed by the federal courts upon 
the petition qf creditors of one sort and another. This is more than 
one-sixth the entire railway mileage of the United States. 
The 
showing is a ratlier startling one, and is believed to be without a 
parallel in railroad history. 


Attention is directed to it particularly on account of the recent 
^receivership of the "Katy" system with its 3,865 miles of lines. The 
largest mileage of roads in receiverships previously recorded, accord- 
ing to the Intei'state Commerce commission's reports, was for the 
¡fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, when 192 roads operating 40,818 
miles of line, and with a capitalization of about $2,500,000, or about 
25 per cent, of the total capitalization at that time, were being oper- 
ated under the direction of the courts. It will be noted that with a 
greater mileage the capitalization of the roads now in receiverships 
is less than that of the roads bankrupt in 1894. The proportion of 
the total mileage in receivers' hand in 1894 was not quite one-fourth. 


Upon the face of it, of course, the present showing seems to bear 
out tiie contention that regulation of railroads in recent years has 
been overdone and to fulfill the gloomy prophecies made by the rail- 
way managers when the public began to cry out for reform in many 
of the railroad practices that had been built up through j^ears of 
usage. But if the pendulum has s\'\aing too far, it will come back. 
In no small degree, we think, the receiverships have been brought 
^boiit by speculative operations quite as much as by legal interfer- 
Eiice. The readjustment will require time, but the final result should 
;be that, emerging from the receiverships, the railroads will find 
themselves upon a basis that, while more economical, will in no wise 
cripple them, but in fact place them upon a more substantial basis 
lhan they have ever enjoyed.

NEW INDUSTRIES. 
(Indianapolis Xews). 


It is said that the administration is 
carefully studying the business situation 
for the purpose of discovering the best 
way to safeguard 
against cut-throat 
competition industries that have come 
into being during the war, and because 
of it. 
It is most encouraging that our 
people should have met so satisfactorily 
the emergency presented. Not only have 
they discovered improvements, but they 
have gone ahead and put them in oper- 
ation, and that without additional pro- 
tection, or any assurance of what would 
be done to sustain the new enterprises. 


But there is a very natural fear that, 
after tlie war is over, there will be such 
an attempt on the part of Eiu-opean 
powers—notably 
Germany—to 
recover 
lost ground as will seriously menace 
tlie new industries in this country. 
This 
is especially true of dyestuflfe. 
There 
is a growing feeling that what will be 
needeil is. not so much more protection 
against normal 
foreign 
competition— 
and this seems to be the view of those 
federal autiiorities that have been in- 
vestigating the question—as rather pro- 
tection against 
just-such 
cut-throat 
competition as wo forbid in our own 
country. 
As against ordinary competi- 
tion there is already a protective duty 
' 30 per cent. 
Against competition as 
a war measure designed to recover the 
lost trade at the ex-pense of our own 
producers, there is little defense. 


The government experts argue that we 
should be as fair to industries subjected 
to price cutting from abroad as we are 
to those that sufl'er from the same evil 
at home. In other words, what is sought 
in both cases is, not 'to destroy compe- 
tition, but to insure fair competition. 
This is one of the most important sub- 
jects that congress will have to deal 
witli. It is to be hoped that it will con- 
sider it from the point of view of patri- 
otism 
rather than 
partisanship, and 
that there will be no eftort on either 
iilf> to make party capital.

Something About Lenz for 
Which Great Annies 
Are Battling. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—Lenz, to 
ward Avhich the French recently made a 
tremendous drive on their way north- 
eastward in the, direction of Lille, forms 
the subject of the primer on war geog- 
raphy issued t ^ a y by the national g® 
ographic society. 


"Lenz is a strong iron and steel cen- 
ter. Its great iron foundries supplied a 
considerable part of the I^encU trade 
in 
peace times, and its 
engineering 
'n'orks ranked high among similar in- 
dustries. There is also a large factory 
for the production of steel cables among 
its establishments. 
The place is not 
upon the tourist's map of France, how- 
ever, for It is a strictly modem business 
town, and, before the German lines pass- 
ed over and beyond it, was full of rest- 
less energy, of the unlovely noise and 
grime of fatitories, and of the unattrac- 
tive commonplaces of labor and com- 
merce. 


"The region all around is an industrial 
one. 
Through this district of the de- 
partment of Pas de Calais, run large 
coal fields. Lenz is one of the centers of 
coal mining. 
The town is situated 13 
miles north-northeast of Arras, around 
wl)ich latter place the French and Ger- 
mans have been fighting with increasing 
bitterness for months. 
It is connected 
by branch line railways with Arras and 
8t. Pol and Bethune, in tlie southeast 
and east, and with Lille, 25 miles to 
tlie northeast. lalle is a railway center 
and a manufacturing town of first im- 
portance. 
Lenz had just 
before 
the 
present war, a population of 28,000. 


"Lenz ]ia had an eventful history, as 
all those cities have had which are ecat- 
tored tluoughout the important north- 
ern and northeastern parts of France. 
Its grounds were frequently 
fought 
over during the wars of the 15th, 16th 
and 17th centuries. The outstanding oc- 
currence in its military history was the 
great battle fought in its neighborhood 
by the French and Spaniards in 1648, in 
which Louis II of Bourbon, Prince of 
Condc. 
gained 
the 
victory 
for 
the 
French."

"DRY" LAW IN GLASGOW. 


Curtailment of the Liquor 
Sales 
creases Arrests of Workmen. 


De- 


Glasgow, Oct. 4.—^In Glasgow public 
houses are now permitted to sell liquor 
BYz hours a day only. 
The places are 
closed in the morning, when drinking 
would rmfit a workman for the entire 
day. 
Treating'and the credit system 
are done away with, and the practice 
of carrying drink away in bottles is al- 
so forbidden. 


Although these new restrictions have 
been in force but a short time, they 
have already resulted in a considerable 
decrease in the arrests for drunkenness 
^especially in the number of arrests of 
men. 


During the week preceding the cur- 
tailment of the hours when the houses 
were open all day. 325 men were ar- 
rested for drunkenness, and 88 women. 
In the first week that the restrictions 
were enforced, the number of men ar- 
rested for dnmkenness was 210, but 
the number of women who were haled 
before the police courts for the samé 
cause was 84; onlv four less than in 
the previous week.

A few days ago, when reading a his- 
torj- of Vincennes, the Van Kirk boy 
.saw a paragraph which asserted there 
was a secret room in the mansion which 
had not been opened for eighty years. 
The history was written more than six- 
years ago. 
The lad decided to tind the 
room if possible. 
After questioning his 
parents, he was informed that 
ihe> 
knew of only one place Avhere it might 
be, and that was imdcr the .staircase, 
which contains no pillars, and which at- 
tracts attention from every visitor. 


Cuts Hole Out of Second Floor. 


After much search the boy found two 
boards 
in the floor above the 
stairs, 
these being on the second floor. He re- 
moved 
these 
and 
discovered 
a 
small 
room that might be a hiding place for 
ten people. 
The floor of this space was 
about five feet below the second floor. 
Later he cut a hole in the second iloor 
and 
found 
a 
large room. 
Taking a 
ladder and lantern, the boy 
ascended 
into the room and learned there was 
no exit. 


The only thing found in the room 
was a woman's shoe of an old make. It 
was a low-cut, 
with a high heel of 
wood. 
The stitch rims from the too 
to the 
top. 


An inspection of the room made by 
Allie 
Arnold 
showed that 
the 
room 
once had a door leading from what was 
originally known as the "rear" court of 
the house. 
A door leading from the 
hall swings open at the present time, 
and when it is open it completely hides 
what may have once been an opening 
into the secret room. 
According to a 
student of the history of the famou.s 
house, the secret room was one in which 
General Harrison kept his private pa- 
pers. 
It may have also been a hiding 
place. 
At lirst it was thought that it 
might have led to the old tunnel which 
was found years ago, but investigation 
showed that this is scarcely possible. 


The discovery is considered so inter- 
esting that the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, 
who 
have charge 
of 
the house, 
are 
to 
vote 
on 
opening 
what 
some believe to 
be an old en- 
trance. 
At present it is impossible for 
persons to 
see tlie room without 
a 
ladder and artificial light. 
Tn the last 
few 
years 
interest 
in 
tlie Harrison 
house ' has grown 
considerably, 
more 
than 350 
visitors having been 
shown 
through it last tnonth. 
A'charge of 10 
cents 
is 
made 
for 
the 
sight-seeing 
through the house and the discovery of

secret 
room Avill cause 
hundreds 
of local 
people who have visited

house on numerous occasions to visit it 
again. 


The house now eontains many relics, 
including a bed used by Coîonel Fran- 
cis Vigo, a painting of William Henry 
Harrison, painted at Chillicothe, O., 100 
years ago, a clock more than 100 years 
old and

blind windows, a secret passageway and 
wooden pegs used in place of naiu.

Island Guarding Petrograd 


Held Marvel of Strong 


Fortification. 


Washington. 
D. C., 
Oct. 
4—"Kron- 
stadt, the island that guards the im- 
perial city of Russia, Petrograd, is the 
most 
strongly 
fortitied place 
in 
the 
liorthcrn empire," begma a statement on 
war geography just given out by tho 
National Geographic society. 
"The for- 
tifications on the island were begun by 
Peter the Great in 1703, after the dis- 
possession of the Swedes, 
They have 
been added to and strengthened by many 
first-rank engineers in evei-y reign since 
then, until today they form a formidable 
obstacle to any 
fl^ 
that 
rides 
the 
seas. Kronstadt is the port and outpost 
defense of the Russian capital, the scat 
of the Russian admiralty, and the first 
naval station of the Tsar. The port city 
is situated 
on the island of 
Kotlin, 
though it is generally written of under 
the name of its well known port city.

«ecker^ iorts of 
Kronstadt, Ave in number, repulaed th» 
Ando-ftenck il««4 durias th» <crim«Mi 


war. 
These redoubts today, although 
mounting modern ordnance, are largely 
obsolete, but powerful forts and sunken 
batteries have been installed to keep 
pace with the development of the naval 
strengths of 
neighboring states. 
The 
defensive works of the island and ad- 
jacent shores have been carried out on 
an extensive plan, much of it being done 
according to the specilications at Todle- 
ben, modified and brought up Co date by 
succeeding engineers. 
Fort Constantine 
and four batteries were constructed by 
To^lleben to defend 
the 
principal, 
or 
southern approach, wliile seven batter- 
ies were placed to guard the shallower 
northern channel. 
The modern works 
are low, powerfully armored and re-en- 
forced, and mounting heavy Krupp guns 
in turrets.

which arc now in reainess to take the 
field simultaneously Avith the forces of 
Greece. 


Since the plans for the Teutonic cam- 
paign against Serliia was conceived Rus- 
sia has brought tlie German advance to 
a standstill and daima now to hold the 
initiative along most of the front. 


GAIN FOR THE GERMANS. 


Berlin, Oct. 4.—A further gain for the 
Germans in the struggle with the Brit- 
ish near Loo.s was reported today by the 
war office. 


TTie French succeeded in wresting from 
the Germans part of a trench near Giv- 
enchy. 


It was officially announced today that 
two British monitors had been danyiged 
before La Panne bj' German naval air- 
ships.

German ambassador, to Secretary Lans- 
ing in Xew York Saturday regarding the 
sinking of the steamer Arabic with the 
loss of American lives is'unsatisfactory 
to the United States because of Ger- 
many's failure to dii^ivow the act. 


Xegotiations, however, will b'e contin- 
ued through the ambassador with a view 
of having Germany not only disavow 
the act, but assume responsibility and 
liability and make full reparation. 


The note was the subject of a confer- 
ence between I^resident Wilson and Sgo- 
retary Lansing last niglit. 
\Vhile offi- 
cials declined to comment in view of the 
definite nature of the communication, it 
became known today that Count Bern- 
etorff would be requested to come to 
Washington when he will be made ac- 
quainted with the attitude of the Wash- 
ington government toward the commu- 
nication. 


A rupture in diplomatic relations over 
thexcase is considered unlikely unless 
Germany fails to satisfy the United 
States. 
Officials here are hopeful that 
the question of reparation will be ami- 
cably adjusted.

upon official advices indicating that Ger- 
marty wishes to avoid a rupture. •

Gives Graphic Idea Of What 
Means to Capture the Turkish p 
Capital; Enter Russia and

Thereby Offset Teuton's Vic- 
tory Over the Czar*s Troops-

The siege of 1he Dardanelles and 
of the Gallipoli peninsula placed the 
troops of the allies in the position 
of a man butting his head against a 
Btone wall or of a person trying to 
scratch away Mount Aetna with a 
pin. 


The gallant troops of .England and 
France undertook the work with a 
high 
determination. 
The 
British 
have shown 
themselves unusually 
brave in the siege and have sacri- 
ficed 
thousands 
of men 
and yet 
since their landing in April they ad- 
vanced but about four miles, while 
in the straits themselves they were 
beaten back after bucking almost 
Impregnable defenses. 


In all 
of history 
no more cou- 
rageous and yet so desperate attack 
has been taken up by an army and 
yet in the present conflict no more 
important gain was at stake. 


It has been manifest that should 
the allies drive the Turks back into 
Asia Minor and clear the passage to 
the Black sea through the Sea of 
Marmora, they not only are allowed 
to make a counter attack against the 
combined Austro-German army, but 
forever hem in the two nations, be- 
sides giving.a free port forever to 
Russian commerce out of Odessa. 
A SOLDIER'S 
LETTEB. 


The trials and tribulations of the 
allies in their siege of the Gallipoli 
is told in the following letter of 
a soldier who fought there: 


"Well, by now j'ou will have seen 
by the papers that we had a "sight 
stiffer job to do than any of us 
thought. 
I will begin from the time 
we landed and tell you all we've 
been through. 


"On the 25th of April, Sunday, at 
dawn, the whole fleet began bom- 
barding the end of 
the peninsula 
where we were to land. At 7 a. m. 
we began landing. The Dublins were 
in open 
boats 
towed by launches 
from men-of-war. 
They were prac- 
tically wiped out before our eyes, 
losing 650 men and 2 officers. 
We 
were in. a flat-bottomed collier and 
were beached on the sand. 
Unfor- 
tunately, it was shallower than they 
thought and we ran aground further 
out than was expected. 
We had to 
run down a gangway onto two light- 
ers connected by a lifeboat and then 
we had to jump into the sea up to 
our armpits and wade ashore. 
The 
Turks were heavily entrenched and 
had snipers in the gangway and 
boats and a machine gun playing on 
the water where we had to jump in. 
About one 
man in 
every 10 got 
ashore without being hit. 


"H's company weut first. Every 
officer was hit and nearly all the 
men. G went next, and all the offi- 
cers except W. were hit. 
J. and I 
went next, but only half our com- 
pany was sent, as they decided to 
wait. J. got ashore all right swim- 
ming. 
I went down to the boats 
which by now were full with dead 
and dying, and was sent back. 


"However, 
at 
midday 
I 
went 
ashore by myself to join the Major, 
and three men followed me. We lay 
all day under cover of a small t.ank 
about five feet high. At dusk, J. and 
I collected all the men who were not 
hit (about 40 out of 100) and we took 
up a kind of outpost position to cov- 
er the landing of the force by night. 
Just as I had put 
out my sentry 


groups and was going round thepi 
with J. he was hit m the throat. He 
was 
dead in a few minutes. 
That 
left me the senior officer on shore. 
It was a hell of a night. We landed 
the rest of the regiment and at dawn 
had what remained of us and one 
company of Dublins and two com- 
panies of the Hants. 
I burled J. at 
dawn as T didn't know what would 
happen 
to his body when we ad- 
vanced. 
PRETTI STIFF 
CASUALTIES. 


"Our casualties were pretty stiff. 
W., an adjutant was hit in the leg; 
P. killed, hit in the head; Major N. 
hit in the chest, and G. in the shoul- 
der; H. an arm shattered; L. had 
his revolver shot into his side; R. 
shot in the hands; L. shot in both 
legs (he's 
lost 
one), and various 
'temporary' gentlemen in the shape 
of new second lieutenants knocked 
out. 


"We had orders to storm a cattle 
at 8 o'clock. 
This we did with the 
bayonet, but got hung up at a village 
v/hich was full of snipers and ma- 
chin« guns. 
It took us till 2 p. m. 
before we captured the village, and 
lost heavily. At 2:30 o'clock we had 
tlie far side of the village and were 
right under a high hill with a re- 
doubt on the top. 
The Turks were 
within ten and fifteen feet of us in 
a boat, and we fairly let them have 
it. Two fellows were recommended 
for the Victoria Cross that day, both 
killed since. 


"The next morning we were sent 
on three miles to the trenches occu- 
pied during the 
previous evening, 
but on getting there we heard that 
there was no ammunition in the fir- 
ing line, so we pushed on and rein- 
forced them. 


"At 4 p. m. the French troops on 
our right began to fall back, so that 
at 5 p. m. a general retirement com- 
menced. 
It was hell. 
The fire was 
very heavy, but if we had not retired 
we could have taken a village called 
Krithla and a hill called Achl Baba, 
which we haven't got yet. 
We fell 
back to the old line of trenches and 
there dug in. Luckily the Turks did 
not attack, for we were terribly ex- 
hausted. 


"The next morning we advanced 
1.000 yards and the whole division 
dug in, a long line of trenches from 
the sea to sea. with orders to hang 
on at all costs till reinforcements 
arrived. 
The next few days were 
damnable. 
The^ Turks 
knew we 
were waiting for reinforcements and 
attacked every night. 
We got no 
sleep by 
night 
and 
were heavily 
shelled by day. We killed thousands 
of Turks one night when they made 
an attack with 3§,000 men, 
BATTLES AT 
NIGHT. 


"On the night of May 1 I woke up 
and found the Turks right on top of 
us. We had a lively 20 minutes with 
plenty of bayonet fighting. A great 
many of my company-were bayonet- 
ed that night and on the following 
morning I was the only officer left 
and 32 men out of 240 which had left 
home. 
We fought from 9:45 until 
the next morning, never stopping 
for a moment. 


"The Turks shout "Allah" when 
they charge, and it is most blood- 
curdling. 
They are very brave and 
come very hard 
with the bayonet. 
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Many of them were struck through, 
but still came on and died on our 
side of the trenches. 
At dawn we 
saw them retiring in hundreds and 
simply mowed them down. 
Just in 
front of our lines, in a space of 200 
yards, there were 450 dead Turks, 
and there were many more which 
they dragged in a gulley about 200 
yards in front. 


"The next day we were busy mak- 
ing repairs to our trenches. 
This 
went on for several days, the shell- 
ing stopped at dusk, and then a se- 
ries of night attacks to tire us out. 
We were much too few to attempt 
an advance, but after 
a bit some 
Gurkhas and Indian troops arrived. 


"The day before yesterday a great 
advance was planned. 
The French 
pushed up on the right flank to near- 
ly a level with the British line, so we 
charged on another 400 yards. 
At 
4:30 in the evening we were sudden- 
ly ordered to advance and dig in as 
far as we could. We were very few 
then. W. V. and myself led the bat- 
talion, while T., who was the only 
other officer, remained with 100 men 
in support. We ran forward, and in 
a couple of minutes, while advanc- 
ing about 150 yards, my lot lost sev- 
en killed and 23 wounded straight 
away. 
Poor V. was hit next to me/§ 
very badly. He got a bullet practic- 
ally through his heart and it then 
turned 
and 
passed 
through both 
lungs. 
It was a marvelous escape. 
W. and I Aver% both safe, though 
how 
anyone 
got through that fire 
was a marvel. 


L\ THE EARLY 
DAWX. 


"At dawn we found we were in a 
hopeless position to be held, as we 
were enfiladed from two sides, so we 
were ordered to retire to the original 
advance line. 
At 10 a. m. I and a 
subaltern of the Dublins crept up 
by ourselves and did a reconnais- 
ance. We went half a mile along the 
cliff by goat tracks and finally crept 
up to within a few hundred yards of 
a Turkish 
trench. 
We could hear 
the swines 
talking 
and saw them 
eating and cooking their food. 
We 
sketched the position and then crept 
back and put 12 scouts eut to watch 
while we brought up the regiment. 


"I led the way yp with 2,030 Dub- 
lins, but just before we got into the 
position the Turks spotted us. 
Out 
of 'the first six men up I was the 
only one who wasn't hit 
We had 
to get back. It was a great pity, as 
if we could only have got 400 men 
up there 
without 
being 
seen we 
could 
have hung on against any 
number of Turks. 
We gpt back at 
last. 


"The general realized that the po- 
sition was an impossible on6. so at 
evening the whole twenty-nintli divi- 
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•ion were ordered back to the base 
for a rest after 15 days of continu- 
ous fighting. By Jove, I was pleas- 
ed to get away from the bullets and 
shells for a bit. 


"We had a ration issued, the first 
for three days, and were told to eat 
and sleep. I had a glorious sea bath 


and then slept without moving. We 
are still here, this is the second day. 
and we have been busy reorganizing 
the battalion. We are now four of- 
ficers and 372 men, out of 31 officers 
and 1,000 men who left C. and there 
have been no prisoners, all killed or 
wounded, and it is awful to think of 


the dozens 
of good 
fellows 
I've 
buried during the last 10 days. Still, 
what 
remains of 
us are all very 
cheery. 
W. came back 
yesterday, 
having recovered from his wound. 
I miss J. more than anyone, and D. 
was a great loss. 
S. died of bis 
wounds after the next attack. 
He 
was badly hit in the thigh with a 
hand grenade and 
then bayoneted 
rather severely. 
WITH IRISH 
REGIMENT. 


"We are one regiment now with 
the Dublins, but altogether we only 
number 
650, barely half a strong 
battalion. 
Still they say we have 
done wonderfully, 
llie German of- 
ficers takan prisoners say it is ab- 


.solutely beyond them how we ^ e r 
effected a landing at all, as thay 
thought if there was one place im- 
pregnable in the world it wa« tli» 
Gallipoli peninsula. ^They also ad- 
mit that no other army except our« 
in the world could see half its mgi- 
ment wiped and still comie on and 
win. The Turks outnumber us by 
many thousands, but this waa not 
known till we had forced a landing 
and had gained five miles of the ptn* 
insula. 


"I have got my rod. but there has 
not been ipuch time to fish yet, and 
every stream so far is running red 
with blood, and the whole sea for. 
three miles was tinted red the day 
we landed. No more."

Rumors That Street Railway Trouble 


Soon End Given Credence 
-Cars to Run Tonight.

Persistent rumors to the effect that 


the traction company and its former em- 
ployes are Boon to be brought together 
in an effort to amicably settle the differ- 
ences now e.risting between them are 
believed not to be groundless'in view of 
several new developments in the street 
car situation'Monday. 


Local labor leaders admitted that such 


a move was afoot and that an early set- 
tlement of the trouble in expected. Trac- 
tion officials did not say that they would 
or would not enter into such an arrange- 
ment. 
Last Saturday the traction company 


contracted for the installing of a num- 
ber of bathtubs at the car barns where 
the imported trainmen are being* housed 
and fed. Monday morning when the 
plumbers started to do the work they 
were soon called off of the job and the 
contract was cancelled. This is taken 
to mean by labor leaders that the trac- 
tion company is expecting an. early set- 
tlement and consequently the bathtubs 
•will not be needed. 


Will Operate Cars Tonight. 


Cars will he operated Monday night 


for the liret time since the men refused 
to go to work one week ago Monday. 
Announcement to this effect was made 
Monday afternoon by Sam W. Green- 
land, general manager of the company. 


Several cars were returned to the 


barns at noon Monday, and new oari 
and crews were put on the street. The 
police on duty searched the new men 
just as they do in the early morning, 
but found nothing on them or in the 
cars.1'ew people gathered at the car barns ] 
Monday noon, the rain having driver, 
the hundreds of. shopmen to cover. Noon 
usually iinds a large number of men 
from "neighboring shops ami factories 
on the streets about the barns, not 
looking for trouble, but merely seeing 
what tlicv enn sec. 


"Fulled Down Blinds. 


At the noon hour curs running up 


and down Calhonn street carried three 
or four passengers 
apiece, 
although 


there were ninny without 
a 
person 


aboard. 
A number of women in cars 


running up and down Calhoun street 
at noon pulled the blinds at their seats 
all the way down, in what apparently 
was an attempt to screen themselves 
from view of sympathizers. 


The story to the effect that the fire 


on nu intcrurbiui car at Chestnut and 
Calhoun streets was of incendiary origin 
has absolutely no foundation, although 
it found many believers about the city 
Monday.

SPECIFIC ENOUGH 


Lansing Will Tell Bern- 


storff Points Must Be 


Cleared Up 


Washington, Oct. 4.— Although Qcr- 


manv's nc«' note on the Arabic cuso is 
not "entirely satisfactory to the United 
States, the situation is not considered 
critical at this time. 
This was stated 


today on high official authority. 


The view held by President Wilsoo 


and state department ollicials on the 
note handed to Secretary Lansing Sat- 
urday by Count von 
Hernstorff, 
the 


German ambassador, is that it was not 
specific enough on the points insisted 
on by the president. 
These arc a dis- 


avowal of the sinking assurances that 
the act would not be 
repeated 
and 


proper reparation. 


Careful reading of the note delivered 


by the German ambassador has con- 
vinced officials that further negotiations 
on the question are possible and tliat 
there is still reason to hope Germany 
will in tho end accede to the wishes of 
the United States. 


Must Be Cleared Up. 


The note will not be answered form- 


ally immediately but Secretary Lansing 
at a conference late this week with 
the German ambassador 
will 
inform 


him of the points the United States 
wants cleared up. 
After the conference 


the. ambassador is expected to commun 
icato. again to his government the views 
of the United States.

Compilation of statistics just completed by the Railway Age

Gazette shows that at the present time eighty-two railways in the

[United States, operating a total of 41,988 miles of line, are now un- 
ifier the direction of receivers appointed by the federal courts upon 
the petition of creditors of one sort and another. This is more than

one-sixth the entire railway mileage of the United States. 
The

showing is a rather startling one, and is believed to be without a 
parallel in railroad history. 


Attention is directed to it particularly on account of the recent 


j-eceivership of the "Katy" system with its 3,865 miles of lines. The 
largest mileage of roads in receiverships previously recorded, accord-

ing to the Interstate Commerce commission's reports, was for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, when 1S2 roads operating 40,818 
jniles of line, and with a capitalization of about $2,500,000, or about 
25 per cent, of the total capitalization at that time, were being oper- 
ated under the direction of the courts. It will be noted that with a 
greater mileage the capitalization of the roads now in receiverships

IK less than that of the roads bankrupt in 1894. The proportion of

.: 30 per cent. Against competition as 
a war measure designed to recover the 
lost trado at the expense of our own 
producers, there is little defonsn.

During thn week preceding the cur- 


tailment of the hours when the houses 
were open all day, 325 men were ar- 
rested for drunkenness, and 88 women. 
In the first week that the restrictions 
wern enforced; the number of men ar- 
rested for drunkenness was 210, but 
the number of women who were haled 
before the police court* for the sa.rn^ 
rnusp was 84; onlv four less than in 
tho previous \vrek.

"Ben H\ir."

town of Brookville in all its glory in 
the White Water valley. These pictures 
are to form a part of tho Indiana series 
of motion pictures,

shown in nearly 200 Indiana cities and 
towns next year, during the local cen- 
tennial nclebra-tions.

IIS DEFENSES DAIE 


DACK THEM 1703 


Island Guarding Petrograd 


Held Marvel of Strong 


Fortification. 


Washington, 
D. C., Oct. 4—"Kron- 


stadt, the island that guards the im- 
perial city of Russia, Petrograd, is the 
most strongly fortified place in the 
northern empire," bcgtus a statement on 
war geography just given out by the 
National Geographic society.. "The for- 
tifications on the island were begun by 
Peter the Great in 1703, after the dis- 
possession of the Swedes. 
They have 


been added to and strengthened by many 
first-rank engineers in every reign since 
then, until today they form a formidable 
obstacle to any fleet that rides the 
seas. Kronstadt is the port and outpoat 
defense of the Russian capital, the seat 
of the Russian admiralty, and the first 
naval station of the Tsar. The port city 
is situated on the island of Kotlin, 
though it is generally written of under 
the name of its well known port eity. 


"Die older 'three flecker' forts of 


Kronstadt, five in number, repulsed the 
Ancle-French fleet durine the Crimean 


w«.r. 
These redoubts today, although I 


mounting modern ordnance, are hirgely 
obsolete, hut powerful forts ami sunken 
batteries have been installed to keep 
pace with the. development, of the naval 
strengths of neighboring states. 
The 


defensive works of t.he. island and ad- 
jacent shores have been carried out on 
an extensive plan, much of it. being done 
according to the specifications at Todle.- 
ben, modified and brought up to date by 
succeeding engineers. Fort Constantino 
and four batteries were constructed by 
Todleben to defend 
the 
principal, or 


southern approach, while seven batter- 
ies were placed to guard the shallower 
northern channel. The modern works 
are low, powerfully armored and re-en- 
forced, and mounting heavy tvrupp guns 
in turrets. 
Earthworks 
link up the 


chains of redoubts. 


"The 
island 
or. which Kronstadt 


stands, lying nearly in mid channel at 
the head of the Gulf of Finland, is the 
front door of Russia. It is so situated 
xs to make the bomnardmerit of the 
capital impossible before the passage 
of its forts and batteries. 
Thn island 


is twenty-one miles west of Petrograd, 
nnd stretches for eight miles, east and 
west, in the midst of the pocket-like 
gulf. Its guns arc within easy range 
of the shores to the 
north and south, 


thus enjoying perfect command of the 
channels between, and their effective 
ness extends well into (he, country be- 
yond the water. It is fortified by par- 
allel lines on the northwest, southwest 
nnd southeast. 
The Houthern line, of 


defenses is' the strongest. Altogether, 


the island leaves little in t.he way at 
military supremacy to Heligoland and 
Gibraltar. 


"Formerly most of tho imports int< 


Russia by way of Tctrograd were land- 
ed at Krondstadt, and thence taken til 
the capital by lighters 
and by land. 


Canalization, however, has mad« it pos. 
siblft for larger freighters to reach th« 
IVtrograd docks, and this has somewhat 
cut down the importance, of Krondstndt 
as a commercial harbor.. The port city 
if. Ritiifl.ted at the eastern base of tha 
island, well sheltered from hostile at- 
tack, and it commands, three harbors. 
The commercial harbor has wharfage and 
anchorage .for 1,000 ships. The central 
harbor is equipped for the building and 
repairing of merchant vessels, while the 
remaining harbor is devoted to naval 
usage. 
It is equipped with excellent 


machine shops, dry docks, and other fac- 
tories peculiar to the modern navy yard. 
This harbor offers a secure anchorage to 
the Russian Avar vessels, behind the is- 
land and protected by the weight of 
powerful fortifications."

since their landing in April they ad- 
vanced but about four miles, while 
In tho straits themselves they were 
beaten back after bucking almost 
Impregnable defenses.

A SOLDIER'S 
LETTER 


The trials and tribulations of the 


allies in their siege of the Gallipoli 
IB told in tho following letter of 
a «oldier who fought there: 


"Well, by now you will have seen 


by the papers that we bad a sight 
stiffer job to do than any of us 
thought. I will begin from the time 
we landed and tell you-all we've 
been through. 
"On the 25th of April. Sunday, at 


dawn, the whole fleet began bom- 
barding the end of the peninsula 
where we were to land. At. 7 a. m. 
we began landtng. The Dublins were 
.in open boats ttowed by launches 


, from men-of-war. They were prac- 


tically wiped out before our eyes, 
losing 650 men and 2 officers. 
We 


were in a flat-bottomed collier and 
were beached on the sand. Unfor- 
tunately,'It was shallower than they 
thought and we ran aground- further 
out than was expected. We bad to 
run down a gangway onto two light- 
ers connected by a lifeboat and then 
we had to jump into the sea up to 
our armpits and wade ashore. The 
Turks were heavily entrenched and 
hati-snipers in the gangway and 
boats and a machine gun playing on 
the water where we had to jump in. 
About one 
man in 
overy 10 got 


ashore without, being hit. 
"H's company went first. Every 


officer was hit and nearly all. the 
men. 
G went next, and all the offi- 


cers except W. were hit. .T. and I 
went next, but only half our com- 
pany was sent, as they decided to 
wait. J. got ashore all right swim- 
ming. I went down to the boats 
which by now were full with dead 
and dying, and was sent back. 


"However, at midday I went 


ashore by myself to join the Major, 
and three men followed me. We la> 
all day under cover of a small t.".nk 
about five feet high. At dusk, J. and 
I collected all the men who were not 
hit (about 40 out of 100) and we took 
up a kind of outpost position to cov- 
er the landing of the force by night. 
Just as I had put out my sentry 
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groups and was going round them 
with J. he was hit m the throat. He 
was dead in a few minutes. That 
left me the senior officer on shore. 
It was a hell of a night. We landed 
the rest of the regiment and at dawn 
had what remained of us and one 
company of Dublins and two com- 
panies of the Hants. I burled J. at 
dawn as I didn't know what would 
happen to his body when we ad- 
vanced. 
PRETTI STIFF 
CASUAJ/TIES. 


"Our casualties were pretty stiff. 


W., an adjutant was hit in the leg; 
P. killed, hit in the head; Major N. 
hit in the chest, and G. in the shoul- 
der; 
H. an arm shattered; L. had 


his revolver shot into his side; R. 
shot in the hands; L. shot, in both 
legs (he's lost one), and various 
'temporary' gentlemen in the shape 
of new second lieutenants knocked 
out. 


"Wo had orders to storm a castle 


at 8 o'clock. This we did with the 
bayonet, but got hung up at a village 
which was full of snipers and ma- 
chine guns. It took us till 2 p. m. 
before wo captured the village, and 
lost heavily. At 2:30 o'clock we had 
the far side of the village and were 
right under a high hill with a re- 
doubt on the top. The Turks were 
within ten and fifteen feet of us in 
a boat, and we fairly let them have 
it Two fellows were recommended 
for the Victoria Cross that day, both 
killed since. 
. 


"The next morning we were sent 


on three miles to the trenches occu- 
pied during the 
previous evening, 


but on getting there we heard that 
there was no ammunition in the fir- 
ing line, so we pushed on and rein- 
forced them. 


"At 4 p. m. the French troops on 


our right began to fall back, so that 
at 5 p. m. a general retirement c<fm- 
menced. It was hell. The fire was 
very heavy, but if we had not retired 
we could have taken a village called 
Krithla and a hill called Achi Baba, 
which we haven't got 'yet. We fell 
back to the old line of trenches and 
there dug in. Luckily the Turks did 
not attack, for we were terribly ex- 
ha'ustcd. 


"The next morning we advanced 


3,000 yards and the whole division 
dug in, a long line of trenches from 
the sea to sea, with orders to hang 
on at all costs till reinforcements 
arrived. The next few days were 
damnable. 
The Turks knew we 


were waiting for reinforcements and 
attacked every night. We got no 
sleep by night and were heavily 
shelled by day. We killed thousands 
o£ Turks one night when they made 
an attack with 38,000 men. 
BATTLES AT 
NIGHT. 


"On the night of May 1 I woke up 


and found the Turks right on top of 
us. We had a lively 20 minutes with 
plenty of bayonet fighting. A great 
many of my company were bayonet- 
ed that night and on the following 
morning I was the only officer left 
and 32 men out of 240 which had left 
home. We fought from 9:45 until 
tho next morning, never stopping 


for a moment. 


"The Turks shout "Allah" when 


they charge, and it is most blood- 
curdling. They are very brave an^ 
come very hard with the bayonet. 
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TUR»KlS'tt INFANTRY 


IN CAMF» 


Many of them were struck through, 
but still came on and died on our 
side of the trenches. At dawn we 
saw them retiring In hundreds and 
simply mowed them down. Just in 
front of our lines, In a space of 200 
yards, there were 450 dead Turks, 
and there were many more which 
they dragged in a gulley about 200 
yards in front. 


"The next day we were busy mak- 


ing repairs to our trenches. This 
went on for several days, the shell- 
ing stopped at dusk, and then a se- 
ries of night attacks to tire us out. 
We were much too few to attempt 
an advance, but, after 
a bit some 


Gurkhas and Indian troops arrived. 


"The day before yesterday a great 


advance was planned. The French 
pushed up on the right, flank to near- 
ly a level with the British line, so we 
charged on another 400 yards. .At 
4:30 in the evening we were sudden- 
ly ordered to advance and dig in as 
far as we could. We were very few 
then. W. V. and myself led the bat- 
talion, while T., who was the only 
other officer, remained with 100 wen 
in support. We ran forward, and in 
a couple of minutes, while advanc- 
ing about 150 yards, my lot. lost, sev- 
en killed and 23 wounded straight 
away. Poor V. was hit next to me, 
very badly. He got a bullet practic- 
ally through his heart and it then 
turned and passed through both 
lungs. It was a marvelous escape. 
W. and I were 
both safe, though 


how anyone got through that fire 
was a marvel. 
IN THE EARLY 
DAWIf. 


"At dawn we found we were in a 


hopeless position to be held, as we 
were enfiladed from two sides, so we 
were ordered to retire to the original 
advance line.. At 10 a. m. I and a 
subaltern of the Dubllns crept up 
by ourselves and did a reconnais- 
ance. We went half a mile along the 
cliff by goat tracks and finally crept 
up to within a few hundred yards of 
a Turkish trench. We could hear 
the swines talking and saw them 
eating and cooking their food. We 
sketched the position and then crept 
back and put 12 scouts out to watch 
while we brought up the regiment. 


"I led the way up with 2,030 T)ub- 


lins, but just before we got into the 
position the Turks spotted us. Out 
of the first six men up I was th« 
only one who wasn't hit. We bad 
to get back. It was a great pity, as 
if we could only have got 400 men 
up there without being seen we 
could 
have hung on against any 


number of Turks. We got back at 
last. 
. 


"The general realized that the po- 


sition was an impossible one, so at 
evening the whole twenty-ninth divi- 
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«ion were ordered back to the base 
for a rest after 15 days of continu- 
ous fighting. By Jove, I was pleas- 
ed to get away from the bullets and 
shells for a bit. 


"We had a ration issued, the first 


for three days, and were told to eat 
and sleep. I had a glorious sea bath 


and then slept without moving. We 
are still here, this is the second day, 
and we have been busy reorganizing 
the battalion. We are now four of- 
ficers and 372 men, out of 31 officers 
and 1,000 men who left C. and there 
have been no prisoners, all killed or 
wounded, and it is awful to think of 


the 
dozens of good fellows I've 


buried during the last 10 days. Still, 
what remains of 
ua are all very 


cheery. W. came back yesterday, 
having recovered from his wound. 
I miss J. more than anyone, and D. 
was a great loss. 
S. died of his 


wounds after the next attack. Ha 
was badly hit in the thigh with a 
hand grenade and then bayoneted 
rather severely. 
WITH IRISH 
REGIMENT. 


"We are one regiment now with 


the Dublins, but altogether we only 
number 650, barely half a strong 
battalion. Still they say we have 
done wonderfully. The German of- 
ficers taken prisoners say it is ab- 


solutely beyond them how we ever 
effected a landing at all, as they 
thought If there was one place im- 
pregnable in the world it was th« 
Gallipoli peninsula. They also ad- 
mit that no other army except ours 
in the world could -see half Its regi- 
ment wiped and still come on and 
win. The Turks outnumbered us by 
many thousands, but this was not 
known till we had forced a landing 
and had gained five miles of the pen- 
insula. 


"I have got my rod, but there has 


not been much time to fish yet, and 
every stream so far is running red 
with blood, and the whole sea for 
three miles was tinted red the day 
we landed. No more."
